Hiram A. Box, 3 Lt. is my great great grandfather on my mother’s side of the family. 
He joined Cpt. W.A. Summers Company (CO. F.) 4" Regt Mississippi Infantry on Aug 
24, 1861 at Grenada, MS for a term enlistment of 12 months. He served as 1“ Sergt., 
then was elected 3 Lt. on Sept. 26, 1862. A muster roll states he was present but sick at 
the surrender of Ft. Donaldson. Captured at Ft. Donaldson and was POW and taken to 
Camp Morton, IN. He was paroled near Vicksburg. Alkens Landing Nov. 10, 1862. He 
was declared exchanged on Nov. 10, 1862. He participated in the Vicksburg campaign. 
Was captured in Vicksburg on July 4, 1863 and paroled July 9, 1863. He was later 
reported AWOL as of Aug. 23, 1863 and returned to duty on Nov 1863 receiving $50 
bounty. He participated in the Atlanta campaign and resigned his office on Oct. 22, 1864 
at Lovejoy Station, GA. He eventually settled in La Dell, Arkansas. He died July 3, 


1921 and is buried in Lone Sassafras Cemetery.
